the motor by two copper wires or cahles,
which, being mounted on cable carriagss,
follow the plow about. But there is yet

another thing necessary, and that (& the ap-
pligation of the power of the motor to the
plow (tself,  This Is accomplished by a chain
stretehed acrose the fitld on a line with the
furrow, and held taut by triple ground an-
chors. The anchor shaft af the motor sets
in motion a double spur wheel, which, in
turn, drives a pinfoned shaft, which grips
the chaln, and so pulls the plow along, on
reaching the end of the chain the plow is
tilted 1o the othsr side, and the simple re-
versnl of the current séty the plow in mo-
tion In the opposite direction: In returning
it deposits the chaln sideways ready for the
next row of furrows, A laborer, by turn-
ing n lever, deaws up the three groufi an-
chors, and. by this simple action, sets the
traveling wheels affixed to the anchor axles
in motion, s0 that ths anchors are casily
moved to the next furrow.

The plow is fitted with two, three or four
ehares, according to the scale of husbandry
in which It Is used, Farming on a large
seale requires a four-share plow and heavier
machinery.

The Arst cost of o electric plow, with
four shares, s as follows: Cost of sta-
tionary steam engine complete, forty to
forty-five horse-power, $3.004; dynamo ma-
chine, Inecluding foundations and  driving
belts (o produce 83,000 watts per hour, $1,100;
electrie  condulte, complete, 1.8 miles in
length, $1,1903 motbr and plowing gear,
$2 060; chain and anebors, $210; total cost of
an electric plow, $7.744.

The amount of work'that can be done with
a four-share plow ina day of ten hours I
glven a= four square hectares, a 1iitle less
than nine acres. To work the machine re-
quires oue engineer, one driver, one man to
attend the chain and apchors and two hoye
to nttend the cable carrieages

It will be seen from the above that elec-
triclty In plowing 18 not likely to breome
popular In this countey, The first cost of
tho machinery slone would be prohibitory.

MEDICAL ELECTRICITY.

Few people outside the medieal profession,
says the New York.T'pges, have any idea of
the splendid work tha# %8 belng done In this
country In the employment of electricity,
which formerly wad uesd almost entirely by
impostors  and Incompetents,  in  the most
marvelous healing amg <cataltve system that
hias ever been known, The report of clecirical
industries in the sta% of New York, at the
eleventlhh eengus, In B, shows that there
wera then in the #tale six manufacturers of
e¢lectrical specialties fpr the uses of medicine
and surgery, five mniedical colleges giving
coursen in electro-therapeutics and electro-
surgery, fitty-one hoeplials making an aggre-
gate of 17,071 electticeal applications, and
sixty-five physiclans who bad treated 16,072
patients during the ydar. Most of thess fig-
ureg, In the most lmportant data, can now
be almost doubled, In 1890 a strong prejudice
aguine=t the use of eleriricity still prevalled
in the minds of a majority of the medical
profession. In additidn to this, they were
brought face to face with the uncomfortable
fact that If electrieity were to kecure genern)
recognition as a therapeutic peent. they wounld
have to master its mysteries in order to keep
pics With thelr brethren, a prospect litile
celort of appalling to many a Hardworking
practitioner. When the figures given in the
cenmus report were belng compiled, a leading
fashionable physician In New York City was
asked his opinion a= to the llkelihood of elec
tricity being taken up in earnest by the pro-
fesalon. Ma sald: It never will be. 1 have
tried it mysell, and have come to the conclu-
olon that there §s nothing in 1" The whole
electrical apparatus of the physiclan turned
out to he a small Faradic batlery, and he had
been treating all allments with the same Kind
of current, This congeption of the provinee
and applleation of medical electrielty was
then the rule rather (han the exception, but
In the five years that have since. passed
America has developed electro-therapists who,
in some branches, lead the world, and the av-
ornge status of electrostheraphy here is higher
than that of any other country. The muin
credit of this rapid and extraordinary revolu-
tioo Is due to  the selentific spirit and hard
and consclentious work of the leaders of the
movement, but an Imgortant step was taken

when the New York f!h’flrln‘nl socleties, recog-
nlzlng the valuable work they were dolng,
#ought to enroll theth as members. Before

that electro-theraplsts were half afrald of try-
ing conclusions with electriclans and electrical
englneers, but when anee the lee wak broken
they found they could mors than hold their
awi In thelr special branches, and they went
on with amazingly Ingreased confidence, To
duy electrle charlatapiem s loslng ground,
and, although there (4 mueh still to be dones
by the rank and file of the profession, in the
enlightenad and legitimate use of electriciy,
electro-therapy, as prgcticed by the advanced
men in the new school, 12 in o highly flourizh-
ing and encouraging condition.
